great  ^^torehoiise  of  national  history.  Inir  It  has  ihi-  di.-advaniaKes  of  a  stcj.i  ■ 
hoili-f  In  that  its  treasures  eaiinol  he  aceessihle  lo  all. 

Here  and  there  in  our  country  are  tiersons  who  coilict  this  liistori<'al 
material  as  an  avocation  or  hobby,  and  aniong  th*>se  .-tands  pre-<  niiiienilv  .Mr 
,1.  Ilcss  Robertson,  whose  Interest  in  ihls  inlellecliial  iileasiire  is  known  lo  col- 
lectors the  world  over.  Mr.  Kobertson  believed  that  the  value  of  snch  ma- 
terial lay,  not  In  the  hoarding  of  It,  the  mere  iMisfess-lon  of  li.  hut  in  allowing 
all  thote  who  had  similar  interests  to  share  In  the  pleasure  of  looking  at  and 
enjoying  these  iUiistratlons  of  the  age  that  has  gone. 

The  value  in  money  expetidul  on  this  colUi'tion  is  very  considt-rable.  as 
thoiie  know  wht)  are  In  the  market  (cr  such  illustrationa  as  arc  ireaaured  In 
this  ccll<rtlon.  Thft^e  are  exceedingly  hard  to  obtain,  and  there  are  at  least 
two  cf  thtse  colleclicns  which  have  n<-t  been  en  (he  London  market  In  com|d«'*e 
form  fur  over  ten  years,  and  dealers  do  not  know  where  to  look  for  them. 

Hut.  apart  from  this  great  money  value  there  is  the  historical  value  of 
seeing  together  such  a  collection,  with  expIanatlcnB  of  each,  which  enirdiasize 
the  significance  of  the  pictures  to  the  onlooker  and  the  student. 

To  the  boy  and  girl  at  J-chooI — find  we  hope  to  arrange  for  iheir  regular 
attenilance  here  -to  the  young  man  and  woman  at  college,  who.-^e  krowledge 
of  Canadian  hist^  "y  is  but  an  a'?(|uaintance  with  the  dry  delnlla  of  a  text-boedi: 
to  the  elderly  man  and  woman,  who  can  remember  acme  of  the  peo|jIe  and 
^ome  of  the  &;cnos  depicted;  and  fven  to  the  people  from  other  laiida  who  have 
adoi)ted  this  country  as  their  home,  and  vish  to  know  sotnething  of  its  history 
—to  all  these  this  J.  Ross  Robertson  Historical  Collection  will  be  a  means  of 
education  as  well  as  recreation,  and  the  name  cf  the  donor  will  live  in  i-ve;- 
liisting  remembrance  for  this  practical,  local  ami  v  'tonal  gift  to  the  city  of 
Toronto. 

The  history  of  this  coHeciion  is  very  interesting.  In  a  letter  to  the  l-iibUc 
Library  Hoard  in  1910.  Mr.  Robertson  stated  that  for  many  year;^  he  had  been 
collecting  examples  of  the  history  of  Canada  from  IT.'S  up  to  the  present  time 
as  exhibits  in  pictorial  form,  and  that  he  was  anxious  that  the  i)ubnc  should 
h.'ue  the  benefit  of  ii.  He  knew  of  no  more  fitting  place  than  the  Public  Lib- 
rary, and  informed  the  Hoard  that  he  was  willing  to  instai  this  collection,  and 
eventually  to  give  to  the  Hoard  all  of  the  Canadian  ccllectlon  of  i  Ictures  in  his 
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llh.

An  expert  rni  Canaiilun  iiictnres  who  examined  this  collpftion  some  da,"..- 
Iifore  the  openinK  declared  tliat  tliere  were  at  leawt  '.'Mi  enKriivinuR  and  water 
<  t)lors  that  could  not  very  well  he  dnpMcaled.  and  that  lie  coiihl  eaHlly  pick  out 
a  score  of  pictures  wliUli  were  so  rare  that  only  two  or  three  examples  are 
known  to  exist.  Indeed,  it  in  the  largest  collection  of  Canaillai?  pictiir*-.-' 
:^athered  by  any  one  person,  and  that  a  private  person,  and  in  many  respectn 
compares  favorably  with  the  aieut  cnllection  acciii  lulated  by  |)r,  DoiiKhty.  in 
the   Dominion   Archives  al   Ottawa.

The  honor.s  award- 
ed vere  diplomas,  those  in  1850  being  made  by  Scoliie  A:  llalfour's  litho- 
graiihing  and  printing  establishment,  Toronto,  and  designed  and  litho- 
graphed by  Sandford  Fleming  (new  Sir  Sandford),  Land  Surveyor,  on 
stone.  The  diploma  shown  wa.s  won  by  W.  &  R.  Edwards,  who  in  ISr^l 
were  saddlers  on  Yonge  street,  near  Temperance  street.

They  are  purely 
imaginary,  and  were  made  for  panoramic  representation.  No  mention 
is  made  of  these  prints  by  P.  Lee  Phillips.  F.R.G.S..  of  the  Library  of 
Congress,  Washington,  in  his  work  cataloguing  the  maps,  plans,  etc.,  of 
America,  while  Dr.  A.  O.  Doughty,  Dominion  Archivist,  briefly  catalogues 
them  in  his  "Hibilogranhy  of  the  Siege  of  Quebec."  Mr.  PhlleasGa«non, 
however,  the  keeiter  of  the  Judicial  Archdves  of  Quebec,  says  with  regard 
to  them: — "These  very  curious  views  are  rather  the  fruit  cf  an  inven- 
tive Imagination  than  pictures  of  the  localities  indicated;  but,  in  spite  of 
this,  they  are  desirable  additions  to  a  collection  of  Canadian  views.  Pout 
views  of  Bcston  and  two  of  New  York,  of  a  similar  character  to  these, 
were  made  at  the  same  time  by  the  same  German  designers."  The  in- 
scriptions on  the  pictures  are  In  French  and  in  German. 

423— QUEBEC— A  town  of  Canada  in  North  America,  near  the  left  bank  of  the 
river  St.  I.awrence.  It  was  the  capital  of  New  France,  but  the  English 
took  l;  In  1759.  and  by  the  treaty  of  ]*eac«  which  followed  It  was  conceded 
to  tht>  Trown  of  Kngland  with  whole  of  Canada.

Kregatlon  met  in  the  Court  House,  near  the  site  of  th«>  present  one, 
Niagara,  but  in  1805  building  was  begun,  and  in  August.  1809.  servico 
was  held  In  the  primitive  place  of  worship,  in  a  letter  written  by  Mr. 
Addison  in  January.  1811,  he  stated  that  "The  church  ia  now  very  nearly 
finished,  except  some  s^als  in  the  gallery,  and  the  congregation,  which  Is 
large,  is  well  accommodated  for  public  worship."  In  the  winter  of  1813. 
however,  the  church  was  destroyed  by  the  Americans,  only  its  stone 
walls  remaining.  The  re-building  look  place  between  1816-18,  and  an 
addition  forming  the  transepts  was  made  in  1843  The  Hon.  and  Rt. 
Rev.  Charles  James.  I-rfird  Bishop  of  Quebec,  consecrated  the  church  on 
3rd  August,  1828.

430 — NIAGARA  TOWNSHIP — The  Homeitead  of  Major  Djniel  Servos,  Palatine 
Hill.  This  house,  probably  the  oldest  in  Niagara  Township,  Is  built  on 
an  eminence  commanding  a  view  of  the  Four  Mile  Creek,  now  known  as 
Virgil.  The  house  has  been  altered,  but  the  principal  rconi.  with  its  heavy 
rafters,  dates  back  to  1783.  This  room  was  used  at  one  time  as  a  Govern- 
ment store.  The  Servos  family  were  of  Pnissian  origin.  Some  of  tlie 
eons  were  present  at  the  siege  of  Niagara  (17r»9).  whik;  grandsons  served 
in  Butler's  Rangers^  Four  generations  of  the  Servos  family  have  served 
in  caiiacitics  as  ensign,  lieutenant,  cajHain  and  colonel.  In  1779,  Governor 
Haldiniand  gave  Daniel  Servos  a  commission  as  lieutenant  in  CoIonAl 
Johnson's  company  of  North  American  Indians,  and  in  1788  he  received 
a  ccmmiisslon  from  Ivord  Dorchester  to  be  captain  of  the  first  regiment  of 
militia  in  the  district  of  Nassau.  Mrs.  Jarvis,  wife  of  William  Jarvis, 
Provincial  Secretary,  1792-1817.  writes  of  the  Pour  Mile  Creek:  "There 
ia  a  great  mill  upon  it.  and  r'le  family  that  it  belongs  to  are  Dutch." 
The  house  is  now  occupied  by  Miss  Mary  Servos,  great-granddaughter  of 
Major  Daniel  Servo?.

431— NIAGARA— Navy  Hall,  the  only  remaining  building  of  a  group  of  four, 
■which  stood  on  the  brink  of  the  river  jufit  below  Fort  George.  The  old 
building  shown  in  the  picture  was  removed  about  I8fi2  from  its  original 
site  to  its  present  lot-aticn.  Wlien  the  terminus  of  the  Southern  Railway  (now 
Michigan  Central*  was  to  be  changed  if  was  found  that  the  tracks  would  go 
partly  through  theoakgruve  and  this  old  building.  In  order  to  save  the  relic 
of  olden  time,  i>ermissicn  was  obtained  from  the  (lovernnient  to  remove 
the  building.  It  was  then  removed'  back  into  the  enclosure  of  Fort  George 
near  the  old  Ferry  House.  In  doing  so  the  building  was  placed  parallel 
with  the  river  instead  of  an  end  slanting  to  it.  An  old  lady,  a  Mrs. 
Quade,  who  was  born  at  Niagara  in  1804,  and  lived  there  till  1829.  in 
visiting  the  town  In  later  years,  said  to  her  children,  as  they  passed  the 
old  building:  "There  is  the  old  ParllamenL  House,"  so  that  there  seems 
no  doubt  that  the  building  is  one  of  the  foiir  buildings  comprising  Navy 
Hall  fn  1792-iJ,  and  in  which  the  first  I.rf-gislature  of  I'pper  Canada  met. 
The  others  were  burned  hy  the  Ainericans  in  ISl.*!,  while  a  wind  storm 
in  the  summer  of  1911  comi)letely  carried  away  th*-  roof  of  this  relic, 
which  for  some  time  had  been  In  a  dilapidated  condition.
